When real lace is not being used it 


should be kept covered with some soft 
material, but must not be wrapped 
in paper. Chemicals are used in the 
production of some kinds- of paper, 
md these will often discolor 
linen

to use paper as a wrapping for valu- 
ible materials. 


When real lace is soiled it should 


>ither be washed or sent to the clean- 
?r<9 without delay, because dirt, will 
ioon rot the threads and cause holes 
o appear. 


If the lace is washed at borne, it 


ihould be soaked for two hours in 
:old water to which a pinch of borax 
las been added, and then squeezed. 
..ace of any kind should never 
he 


wisted or wrung;. 
The lace should 


put in a stiff lather made with 


varm water and castile 
soap, and 


ifterwards squeezed very gently 'be- 
:ween the palms of the hands. Should 
my soil still remain repeat the soak- 
ng until It is quite clear. 


To stiffen the lace slightly dissolve 


*, couple of pieces of loaf sugar in n 
'tile cold water and steep the lace for 
y'few minutes, squeezing it as before. 


After folding- the ironing blanket

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The House Fly That 
Used to be in the Milk 


By GEORGE T. PALMER, D. P. H., Epidemiologist 


Detroit Department of Health 


Milk is such an attractive food that lots of living things 


as well as human beings are fond of! it. 
The fly --family 


have evidently read a great deal about the nutritive value 
of milk and have been so impressed that they seize every 
opportunity iiossible to partake o£ it. 
Public health au- 


thorities are as a rule anxious to encourage the use of milk 
but they draw the line on its use as a fly food. 
The fly 


lias been on the earth a long while and it may seem pretty 
severe to deny it 'this privilege but when one looks into the 
matter more closely it will be evident that the fly doesn't 
deserve much consideration. 
In fact, he has a miserable 


reputation and because of this man has been relentless in 
his warfare against him. If the fly would only keep him- 
self clean and respectacle it wouldn't be so bad but he in- 
sists on such a disreputable mode of life that he is inexcus- 
able. 


In the first place the fly breeds in filth and as he grows 


older he lives in filth and carries it about with him wherever 
he goes. 
About 90 per cent of our house flies or ''filth 


flys'' if you prefer, arc hatched from horse manure. 
The 


Temale fly lays about one to two hundred eggs at a time on 
the surface of a manure pile. It takes about twelve hours 
to hatch and there come forth litt\} whitish larvae. .About 
five days later the larva has reached the maggot stage and 
the maggot works its way downward into the ground or 
inward into the drier part o£ the manure. 
It now passes 


into the form of a brown object, cucumber shaped, about a 
quarter of an inch long. From three to four days to several 
weeks the fly exists in this pupal stage from which he em- 
erges a real full-fledged fly. His wings harden quickly 
and off he goes. The warmer it is the shorter the time from 
the egg to the fly. At GS degrees temperature it takes about 
22 days. 
lAt 86 degrees it only takes 10 days at 95 de- 


grees only 9 days. 


The fly is covered with little hairs and his feet arc tipped 


with claws and nice soft pads and these hairs and soft pads 
make a wonderful place for bits of filth and germs to cling. 
An actual count of the germs on a fly has been made. 
A 


fairly respectable fly who traveled in good company had 
13,980 genus clinging to his body. 
On the other hand a 


fly whose associations were of the worst carried 1.106.000 
germs along with him. Sometimes these germs are not real 
villians and when dropped into milk they do no Worse than 
give the body a bad stomachache. 
Again these stomach- 


aches arc mory serious. In 191 i- in New York City it was 
found from a careful study that in homes where flies were 
abundant about twice as many babies had summer diarrhea 
as in homes protected from flies. 
At times these germs are 


even more vicious having been picked up from discharges of 
sick people. It has actually been possible to recover from 
the bodies oE flies the germs of typhoid fever, cholera, tu- 
berculosis, bubonic plague and dysentery. 


And so wilh a reputation like that how can you blame 


man for refusing to let flies drink and bathe in milk? Man 
got so irritated about 'the matter some 40 years ago that he 
started to fight the fly. 
The experience o£ New York City 


is typical. 


Back in 1842 1he greater part of the milk supply came 


from two thousand cows kepi in sheds of indescribable filth_ 
located on Ninth-Avc. and Eighteonth-St. 
The cows were 


fed on cheap distillery waste and milk was delivered in 
cans and dipped from the cans for each"householder. About 
1 880 milk inspection began and some surprisingly bad con- 
ditions were found. 
Next some privalc organizations start- 


ed stations where good safe milk could be obtained. 
Then 


definite chemical standards were required and after this 
milk dealers were licensed so 1hat the man who wasn't care- 
ful could be put out of business. In 1900 a perm standard 
was adopted. Shortly aflrrward there were requirements 
about keeping milk cool in transportation. Next came inspec- 
tion of farms whore milk was produced and standards of 
cleanliness wore adopted. The methods of handlingmilkwcre 
scored and the farmer whose score was too low had 1o im- 
prove his methods or cease selling milk. After this in quick 
order came pasteurization. 1ho prading of milk and restric- 
tions as to its uses, and the prohibition of the sale of dipped 
milk. 


Along with all 1hcso changes has preceded a decline in 


the baby dcaMi rate. 
Twenty years ago infant mortality 


n.spcl to be in 1ho neighborhood of ^00 per 1.IJOO. 
Now 


it is down to 50 in some cities or one-fourth as much. 


Epidemics of other dispa.se from milk have al^-o been al- 


most, eliminated. Of course oilier improvements have taken 
place also. 
Mothers arc being taught the pitfalls of baby 


sickness. But excluding ihc fly from milk has been a pow- 
erful factor in robbing milk of its danger. 


Pity the poor fly. Tlow sadly he must reflect on the good 


old days when he could breed at, will in manure and gar- 
bage and other filth, and now people keep such material 
covered or remove il. quickly from habitations; when ho 
could hop into the pail, wide open at, milking time wheroas 
now the pail is almost completely covered; when lie could 
walk over the pans of milk set. out, in the pantry for Iho 
cream to rise, whereas now most people don't liavo pan- 
tries; when ho could drive around with 1he milk dclivny- 
man and sample Iho milk in 1he open cans and on 1hc dipper, 
and now the best ho can do is to porch on t h o rim ot" Ihe 
bottle and wilh longing eyes peer through the glass. 


Alas, the good old days aro rapidly passing. 
Milk is de- 


nied the Ilics. 
Even Iho germ world must look for other 


breeding places. 
!\Joro and more milk is becoming a safe 


Human food.
